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For the week ended September 27, 1958, 386 cases of 
poliomyelitis were reported. Of these 179 were paralytic and 
162 nonparalytic cases. For the previous week, the corrected 
figures are  431 cases reported, 221 of which were paralytic 
and 141 nonparalytic. For the week ended September 28, 1957, 
there were 230 cases reported of which 105 were paralytic and 
94 nonparalytic. All of the geographic divisions except the East 
North C entral and E ast South Central divisions showed a de­
c rease  in cases reported for the cu rren t week as compared 
with the previous week. In the 2 divisions which did not show a 
decrease there was an increase of only a few cases in each 
division. A decrease in paralytic cases occurred  in all of the 
divisions except the South Atlantic and E ast South Central 
divisions.

Michigan reported a higher incidence of total cases (159)

again this week but the number of paralytic cases was slightly 
less than la s t week. Of the 159 cases, 93 had onset In the week 
ended September 19 and 43 in the week ended September 13. 
Ohio reported 22 cases compared with 46 la s t week. Only 2 of 
the 22 cases were paralytic. Most of the other States which 
have been reporting relatively high numbers of cases in recent 
weeks reported somewhat fewer cases for the cu rren t week.

The Texas Morbidity Report for the week ended September 
20 gives the age distribution of 201 cases of paralytic polio­
m yelitis that have occurred there this year. One hundred and 
th irty-tw o, 65.6 percent, of the cases occurred in the age 
group 0-4 years; and 29, 14.4 percent, were in the age group 
5-9 years. Thirty-eight cases were distributed in the groups 
to age 40 years, and 2 occurred in the 40 years and over group.

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Of the 132 cases In children under 5 years of age, 109 o r 83 
percent had received no vaccine; in the 5-9 year group about 
50 percent had received no vaccine.

The chart below shows the 1958 cumulative paralytic polio­
m yelitis incidence, by division, with the 1957 figures for the 
corresponding 39 weeks. The incidence this year is considerably 
higher in several divisions. In some of these, the higher in­
cidence is  largely due to the high number of cases in only one 
State. The high number of cases in Michigan this year as com­
pared with las t year accounts for the relatively large total in 
the East North Central Division. This more than balances the 
lower figures in several other States in the division. Over half 
of the paralytic cases in the Mountain Division this year oc­
curred  in Montana; and more than half of the cases In New 
England were reported in Connecticut. Each of these 2 States had 
only 4 paralytic cases at this time last year. The increase in 
the Middle Atlantic Division is  evident in all 3 States making up 
the division. In the South Atlantic Division both the D istrict of 
Columbia and South Carolina have totals much below those of 
las t year. In the West North Central area several States are 
much below las t y ea r 's  figures; but North Dakota has relatively 
more cases this year.

The city of Philadelphia has reported a death due to 
eczema following a smallpox vaccination.

EPIDEMIOLOGICAL REPORTS

Acute re sp ira to ry  disease
A sharp seasonal increase in incidence of respiratory  

illness since the f irs t of September has been reported by the 
Washington State Department of Health. The Oregon Board 
of Health also reported an increase in cases of “ influenza.” 
During the past 2 months, a case has been serologically con­
firm ed as an infection by the Asian strain  of influenza virus.

The World Health Organization, Geneva, reports that

there has been an excess of 1,285 cases of influenza reported 
in several cantons of Switzerland. Studies on laboratory 
specimens are  in progress.

Aseptic meningitis
Dr. Arthur C. Hollister, California Department of Public 

Health, has supplied information on the incidence of aseptic 
meningitis in that State. Local health officers were requested 
to report cases of viral o r aseptic meningitis to the State 
department, beginning July 1, 1958. P rio r to July 1, 23 cases 
had been reported voluntarily. Since that date 511 cases have 
been reported. The range of cases reported each week from the 
f irs t full week of reporting has been from 12 to 78 cases. 
Considerable fluctuation appears in the figures but the trend 
shows a gradual increase in numbers reported.

Rocky Mountain spotted fever
Dr. E rnest J . Witte, Pennsylvania Department of Health, has 

reported on a case of Rocky Mountain spotted fever in a 
66-year-old man. The man is a laborer with the State highway 
department and had been cleaning brush from ditches along the 
highway. He reported he had received a tick bite, but the date 
was unknown. The onset of illness occurred June 2 with an acute 
attack of extrem e weakness accompanied by a rising tem pera­
ture. He sought no medical care  until 4 days la ter when he 
was admitted to a hospital with a tem perature of 105° F. His 
recovery was slow. Laboratory tests for Proteus OX, Q were 
negative on June 7; on June 16 the tite r was 1:320, and on June 
21, 1:160. Two complement fixation tests on July 1 and July 
10 were positive in tite rs  of 1:64 each.

Psittacosis
Reports of 4 cases of psittacosis, 2 in 1 county and 1 each 

in 2 other counties, have been received from Dr. Robert M. 
Albrecht, New York State Department of Health. All cases

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The chart shows the number of deaths reported for 114 
m ajor c ities of the United States by week for the cu rren t year, 
a 5 -week moving average of these figures plotted at the central 
week and an adjusted average, 1953-57, for comparison. The 
adjusted average is computed as follows: From  the total deaths 
reported each week for the years 1953-57, 3 central figures 
a re  selected by eliminating the highest and lowest figures 
reported for that week. A 5-week moving average of the 
arithm etic means of the 3 central figures Is then computed. 
The adjusted average shown in the chart is the 5-week moving 
average increased by 2.3 percent to allow for estim ated 
population growth in the cities.

The use of the adjusted average is based on the assumption 
that the crude death ra te  and changes in population will rem ain 
at the level of recent years. No allowance has been made for 
increased use of city hospital facilities.

Table 4 shows the number of death certificates received 
during the week indicated for deaths that occurred in a specified 
city. Figures compiled in this way, by week of receipt, usually 
approximate closely the number of deaths occurring during the 
week. However, differences are  to be expected because of vari­
ations in the interval between death and receipt of the certificate 
and because of incomplete reporting due to holidays or 
vacations. If a report is not received from a city in time to be 
included in the total for the current week an estim ate is  made 
for use in plotting the figure in the chart.

The number of deaths in cities of the same size may also 
differ because of variations in the age, race, and sex composi­
tion of the populations, and because some cities are hospital 
centers serving the surrounding areas. Changes from year 
to year in the number of deaths may be due in part to population 
increases o r decreases.

involved parakeets. One case was in a 59-year-old white male 
who had symptoms of cough and fever, and evidence of chronic 
pneumonitis. Complement fixation tite rs  of 1:60 and 1:64 were 
demonstrated 1 month and 5 1/2 weeks after onset of illness, 
respectively. The man gave a history of contact with a sick 
parakeet. His wife also had pneumonitis.

Another case concerned a person who had a v iral pneumonia 
consistent with a diagnosis of psittacosis. Complement fixation 
tite rs  on March 31, April 7, and April 10 read 1:6, 1:32, and 
1:46, in that order. This person owned 2 parakeets: 1 had been 
in the home for over a year and the other for about 1 month 
p rio r to onset of the illness.

A case of psittacosis also occurred in a 47-year-old white 
male teacher with onset of the illness in May. Symptoms were 
high fever (105° F.), m alaise, severe headache, rhinorrhea, 
and a nonproductive cough. Complement fixation tite rs  rose 
from 1:23 to 1:64 between the third and eighth week after onset 
of illness. The man had had a parakeet in his house since 
February 1955. The bird was well until July 15, 1958. It died 
July 24. This man’s wife, who was receiving an antibiotic for 
another illness, cared for the sick bird and remained well. An 
11-year-old son also remained well.

The other case was in a 31-year-old white male, manager 
of a variety store. He developed symptoms of sore throat, 
fever, anorexia, and malaise about June 1. A chest X-ray 
showed a v iral type of pneumonitis. The store had received 
15 parakeets (source of purchase unknown) on April 29, 1958; 
2 birds died during the following weeks. Complement fixation 
tests 2 1/2 weeks apart showed a 2-fold rise  in tite rs . The 
store  manager was 111 for about 3 weeks but continued to work.

Chemical poisoning
Dr. Milton W errin, Philadelphia Department of Public 

Health, has reported on an outbreak of antimony poisoning. 
About 100 children attending a picnic became ill within half 
an hour after ingesting pink lemonade and pretzels. The 
principal symptoms were nausea, intense vomiting, severe 
abdominal pain, and diarrhea. Most of the children recovered 
within a few hours after treatm ent, but a sm all number were 
required to stay in bed for a few days. The day before the 
picnic 4 gallons of pink lemonade were prepared from a 
com m ercial mix in a large gray agate pot. It was refrigerated  
in the pot for 20-22 hours until served. None of the lemonade 
was available for laboratory analysis, but a sample was p re­
pared in the laboratory In a manner sim ilar to that in which 
the original drink was prepared. The sample was also re ­
frigerated in the pot for a sim ilar time. Analysis of this 
solution revealed 40 parts  per million of antimony. Analysis of 
a c itric  acid solution stored in the agate pot and of the coating 
of the pot itself also revealed antimony. The com m ercial mix 
by itself was analyzed for heavy m etals and none were found.

These provisional data are  based on reports to the Public 
Health Service from health departments of each State and of 
Alaska, Hawaii, and Puerto Rico. They give the total number 
of cases of certain  communicable diseases reported during 
the week usually ended the preceding Saturday. Cases of an­
thrax, botulism, and rabies in man are not shown in table 2, 
but a footnote to table 1 shows the States reporting on these 
diseases. In addition, when diseases of ra re  occurrence (chol­
e ra , dengue, plague, louse-borne relapsing fever, smallpox, 
louse-borne epidemic typhus, and yellow fever) are  reported, 
this will be noted at the end of table 1.
